Objection to Tax on the Entire City 
for Same. 


Several of the people living on the 
south and west sides of the city are 
finding fault because the entire city Is 
to be taxed for one-sixth of the c«>st of 
the new trunk sewer to be put on 
Morton Hill. 


It is claimed by some of the south 
side citizens that when the main sewer 
on the west side of Ox creek was laid 
that the Morton Hill people made a 
protest and were relieved from special 
taxation to pay for the same. 
It is 
claimed by the Morton Hill people 
that they helped pay for the Plpestoue 
and Main street sewers and that they 
never agreed to abk no help when the 
time came for a trunk sewer on the 
east side. 


The city tax rolls shew that Morton 
H ill people were not taxed, at least 
any roll with such assessments could 
not be found in the clerk’s ottice today. 
However, the law is now imperative 
and One-sixth of the cost of the ea&t 
side sewer must be spread over the 
city at large. 


A t the time of the construction of 
the old trunk sewer the ¡city was 
working under another charter.

Canton, O., July 12.—The campaigr 
of 1900 in Canton will not be a duplicate 
of the campaign of 1896. 
It is not the 
present intention of Mr. McKinley tc 
make speeches to delegates who maj 
visit Canton during the summer anc 
fall, even if he should remain here all 
the time. The president vk ill be so mucb 
occupied with public business that he 
will have but little time to devote tc 
the campaign. 
He says his position 
much different than it was foui 
years ago. 
Then he was a private cit­ 
izen, and as the candidate of his partv 
felt justified in taking the active pari 
he did in the campaign. 
Now he is 
president of the whole people, and'feels 
th at he should give his attention tc 
the many questions of government thaï 
are pending and w’hich are constantly 
arising.

This season especially, the crop of 
candidates being unusually large and 
thè market is flooded. Wheel horses 
of the republican party of Berrien 
county look forward to the county con­ 
vention to be held at St. Joseph next 
Wednesday 
* ith mingled fear and 
doubt. 


Coming events cast th|^;, shadows 
before them and the ragged wavering, 
shifting and clouded mist which pre- 
ceeds and foretells 
the 
republican 
county convention renders the outcome 
anything but a sinecure. There is one 
thing, however, that may be counted 
on as a dead certainty. There will be 
no ‘‘Rouseveiling ” of candidates and it 
may safely be said that the battle cry 
of the great republican faction at the 
convention will be, “If there is any 
man in Berrien county who has augfht 
to say why he should have a public 
office let him now speak or forever 
hold his peace.” 
Tnere will be no 
"Koosevelting” of candidates for the 
reason that that the man who does not 
want an oHice remains yet to be dis­ 
covered. There will be no plaater- 
paris bust at the convention to bow to 
the ladies when a string is pulled for 
the reason that the plaster mines 
would in all probability run dry before 
the faciftl charms of one half the can­ 
didates coui3u\be moulded into shape 
«nd besides, .W?re would not be enough 
small boys in the county to pull the 
strings and keep all of the plaster- 
paris candidates a nodding. 


Of the trio of Berrien cities St. Jo­ 
seph is the only one where the repub* 
can caucuses have not been held. 
St. 
Joseph republicans will do their se­ 
lecting Monday evening. 
Until then 
comparatively all the interest centers 
in the county seat. 
The candidates 
are already wheeling their cannon into 
position to bear on the various wards. 


St. Joseph has several candidates in 
the field. 
Hon. N. A. Hamilton is out 
for probate judge, A. L. Cnurch for

Lansing, July 12.—The 
Michigan 
crop report for July contains but little 
that will encourage the farmer. The 
temperature for June was three de­ 
grees below the normal, which retarded 
corn and beans, but was beneficial to 
grass and wheat. 
Hailstorms ruined 
the fruit crop in some sections, while 
the high winds blew down the grain in 
others. The wheat crop of the state 
will average but seven bushels to the 
acre. 
Tne condition of corn'/for the 
state, as compared with an average 
year, is 89; oats, 98; beans, 94; pota­ 
toes, 95; pastures, 93. 
The average 


f 
ilanted to beans, as compared with 
ast year, is 9,108. The hay crop has 
been shortened somewhat by the dry 
weather, yet in most instances the 
yield exceeds that of last year, the av­ 
erage yield for the state being 1 42 
tons per acre. The prospect for apples 
is on the whole better than one year 
ago. The peach crop promises to be a 
large one in many sections of the state.

London, July 12.—The Chinese situa­ 
tion again bears 
a 
most 
ominous 
aspect. Eighteen daj’s ago Sir Kobert 
Hart dispatched his last message de­ 
claring that the situation was desper­ 
ate, and since then no word has come 
from the Europeans in Peking. 
Ac­ 
cording to the Daily Mail’s Shanghai 
correspondent, Li Hung Chang has re­ 
ceived an imperial decree ordering his 
Jmmediate departure for Peking, pre­ 
sumably to break the news of the Pe­ 
king tragedy to the European powers, 
and, in his usual role of negotiator with 
Europe in difficult matters to endeavor 
to act as mediator and to avert the 
vengeance of the powers. 


A llie d T r o o p s D e fe a te d . 
London. July 12.—The Express pub­ 
lishes a dispatch from Tientsin, dated 
Fi’iday last, via Chefoo, saying: 


“Gen. Ma has defeated the allied troops 
and reoccupled the Chinese eastern arsen­ 
al, after Inflicting great loss upon its de­ 
fenders. The engagem ent lasted six hours, 
and was fought w ith great determination 
by both sides. 
The Chinese were able 
eventually to utilize the effective guns of 
the fort abutting on the city w alls near 
the Tao-Tal’s yam en, the allied troops 
suffering severely from lack of 
heavy 
guns and cavalry. 
The Japanese com ­ 
mander sent an urgent appeal to hurry 
reenforcem ents, as the allies were in im ­ 
m inent danger of a general defeat. 


A ni»ther D liin ater E x p c c te d . 


To add to the grimness of this sug­ 
gestion, all advices from Tientsin tend 
to confirm the reports of the perilous 
conditions of the allied forces and be­ 
lie the optimistic Chinese rumors. Un­ 
less 
reenforcements speedilj’ reach 
Tientsin another disaster may be ex­ 
pected. The Dailj’ Mail’s Tientsin cor­ 
respondent, telegraphing on July 5, 
sa.ys: 


The situation 1s about as bad as it can 
well be. I only trust that w e shall not soon 
want relieving 
ourselves. 
A 
forward 
movement Is impossible. 
From 30,000 to 
40,000 troops are wanted, and there are 
only 10,000 here. 
The foreign troops are 
working w'ell together, but It Is Inconveni­ 
ent that there Is no suprem e commander. 
In som e quarters the feeling Is 'Let us 
rescue Peking and then clear out In favor 
of R ussia.’ ”

th a t no advance is possible until Sep- 
temi)er 1, and e x p la n a tio n s are being 
asked by t h e p a p e r s here of the tardy 
action of J a p a n in sending troops, since 
it is know n th a t she was ready and 
willing to send th em , and th at Russia 
raised no objection to h e r doiiig so. 
It is hinted th a t a dilliculty arose as 
to th e m a n n e r in which J a p a n was to be 
recouped for her heavy outlay.

the cession of a Chinese port.

Berlin, J u l y 12.—The CJerman consul 
at T ientsin cables t h a t tiie foreign set­ 
tlem ents were c o n tin u a lly bom barded 
by th e Chinese fro m Ju ly 5 to J u l y 8. 
On J u l y G, 2,000 IJoxers a t ta c k e d the 
French s e ttle m e n t and were rou te d by 
the Russians. 
The British and J a p a n ­ 
ese forces, .Tuly 7. b o m b a rd e d th e Chi­ 
nese b atteries. 
T o w a r d evening Chi­ 
nese shells p e n e tr a te d the roof of the 
CJerman c o n su late and caused an o u t­ 
break of fire, which was extinguished 
a fte r slight d a m a g e hnd been done.

During the n e x t four m onths the 
Sioux Indians on the reservations in 
South Dakota are to receive their first 
instructions in civics if Capt. E. H. Al­ 
lison has his w ay about it. 
Capt. Al­ 
lison is a member of the Uncpaphah 
tribe of Sioux Indians, having been 
adopted by that tribe in 18GG, and he 
married the Sioux princess, Binaw’in, 
daughter of Sacred Bear, who was for 
years head chief of the tribe. 


Capt. Allison, says 
a 
special dis­ 
patch to the Chicago Inter Ocean, 
has lived among the Sioux 
Indians 
nearly all his life, and he speaks the 
Indian language as fluently 
as 
he 
speaks the English. 
He was chief of 
the scouts for Gen. Sheridan for sev­ 
eral 3'cars, and was chief scout and 
interpreter for Gen. Otis in the w est­ 
ern covuitry for 10 or 15 years. 


It was he who, after 
the 
Custer 
massacre on the liittle Big Horn, went 
to Canada to induce Sitting Bull and 
his band, who had fled thither, to re­ 
turn to the United States; and he 
was in charge of the command which 
took Sitting Bull to Fort Ilandall. 


“Few of the Sioux Indians Imve ever 
participated in 
a presidential 
cam ­ 
paign,” said Capt. Allison recently. 
“ In fact, but few of them can be said 
to have a political opinion. 
It is my 
purpose to go out on all the reserva­ 
tions w e st of the Missouri and hold 
meetings wherever a dozen or more 
Indians can 
be 
gathered 
together. 
'I'hia work will take three 
or 
four 
months. 
I shall give them elementary 
lessons in civic duties, and shall try 
to show them w h a t it means for them 
to be citizens of the United St^ites.

The colors, if al­ 
lowed to harden before the linoleum is 
used, will wear very much better than, 
if brought into use soon after they have 
been laid on. For a bathroom the blue 
and white “diamond” linoleums and 
a tile paper look well. Linoleum should 
never be scrubbed. To preserve it in. 
good condition wash it with luke w’arm 
water and a soft cloth, and when dry 
polish it.—W^ashington Star.
